Gang....I've been doing some playing with the receiver muting 
circuitry of the 2N2/40. The original circuitry for this function 
used a diode switch, which worked OK, but had some thump, and 

the sidetone was too loud in many cases. Also, the audio output 
was adequate, but I thought needed slight improvement. 


SOs bcs after trying several alternatives, I've come up with a 
new circuit that I think works better than the original. It 
uses fewer parts, has better QSK characteristics including less 
thump, and provides more receive audio. 


A schematic of the new circuitry is on my webpage, along with 
a photograph of the newly installed parts. The URL for the

Hello Bob, 


>From that excellent description I would say your paddles are one of the 


early versions of the Ham-Key Model HK-1. They were sold here in St. Louis 
by Ham Radio Center, Inc., out of business now for a dozen years. 


Later versions of the HK-1 had a hammered gray finish on the base, replacing 
the attractive black crinkle paint. The plastic and metal parts remained 
about the same. The small 5-way binding posts on your example were replaced 
with two phono connectors. An accessory siamesed cable assembly (RCA x 1/4" 
plug) was usually sold with this model. I'm guessing the black-on-gold 
stick-on identification label peeled off somewhere along the line. The later 
models had a red-on-chrome aluminum plate and probably for this reason. 


I have one of the later models and have used it portable for a long, long 
time. It has a surprisingly good feel if you know how to adjust it. That 
Philips head screw located on top of the arm support is the key. Push down 
hard on the red cap piece and tighten it as much as you can without 
stripping out the plastic threads. If that happens try a drop Locktite in 
the screw hole or a little CA cement under the screw head. A touch of sewing 
machine oil on the pivot arms every couple of years doesn't seem to hurt. 


There was a straight key model and a straight key & paddle combo too. 
Examples of all models are pretty common around St. Louis and it's pretty 
much understood that Ham Radio Center sold a bunch of them.

Here's the poop on the loop used for Field Day by the CANDLEWOOD A.R.A. 
in Brookfield, CT: 


Location: on east shore of Candlewood Lake, at Cadigan Park tennis 
courts. The clearing is surrounded by very tall trees, grown tall by 
reaching for sunlight before the clear-out for tennis and leach fields. 
THe compromise loop support trees describe a near-square and range 
between 70 and 85' in height. I used a sling-shot and half of a surf 
casting outfit, 30z. sinker to put lines over the top of the trees, 
which roughly (coincedently) followed the Page fence court perimeter. 
(nice "counterpoise, ja?) 


All four corners had pulleys so that the ant. wire and feed point could 
be rotated by tugging on a tether attached at the feed point. The wire 
is no.14 tinned/stranded and plascic coated. (ugly red) It was fed with 
nearly 150' of 450-ohm ladderline from an MFJ tuner. We developed 
settings charts for each band between 80 and 10m before start, allowing 
for fast band-switching. 


We also flew a tribander on a ladder and Double Magnetic Slots for 40 
and 80m from the same kinds of trees, and nearly the same heading as the 
loop feed side. While the slots were good, the loop consistently showed 
one to two S-units stronger signals. Lack of F/B has NEVER been a 
problem. 


Incidentally, we've always had trouble tuning antennas in this location 
due to radiation from a huge tv/fm broadcast tower 1/2 mile to the 
northeast. Hi quality band-pass filters seem to be all that's needed to 
prevent any operating problems. 


I hope this description is adequate... just ask if more info is desired.

Again, can someone save me some grief and time? I am attempting to hook up 
a Hustler low band foldover antenna to my vehicle by mounting it to a 2" 
square trailer hitch tongue. I have a plate tucked between the ball and the 
tongue (don't worry, I won't pull anything this way); ball mount screwed to 
the plate; spring screwed into ball; foldover stick screwed into spring; 
resonators screwed into foldover stick. 

I was hoping that the tongue would provide enough ground that I wouldn't 
need anything more, but it wobbles around a little with the new torque of 
the antenna on the hitch. My question is, will I likely need a ground strap 
from the tongue to the body? 

By the way, this is a company lease car which I can't drill holes in or 
otherwise modify. Also, it's a 1998 Grand Cherokee, if that matters. And, 
I'm not counting on this thing working with QRP while moving - I may just 
operate while parked in a park or something. 

Any other mobile operating tips would be appreciated. Been a ham for almost 
40 years and never did anything mobile other than 2M and 10M-converted CB's. 
Thanks for any replies.

Yes, it sounds like the model HK-1 "The Ham-Key Co." paddles. I had mine 
for about 20 years also. The two RCA jacks for the cable comes in very 
handy when using someone else's keyer that has the dits and dahs reversed 
from mine. They have always been a good set of paddles. One exception is 
that as one's CW speed begins to increase over about 25 WPM the vertical 
slop in the paddle arms became a nuisance. Also, since the paddle contacts 
are silver and the contact post is aluminum they require frequent cleaning 
with a sheet of paper slid in and pulled between them. Because of the 
not-so-good contact, they tend to perform better with "slappers" rather then 
"velvet touch" operators. 


I removed the feet from mine and screwed the paddle base onto a heavy piece 
of oak. I have hobby shop foam on the bottom to keep it from sliding and 
the oak is long enough the my arm will rest on it. 


My wife has helped in my conversion from a "slapper" by buying me a velvet 
touch set of Bencher paddles for Christmas. The Ham-Key has been retired to 
field use.

The TS-130S I'm sure is a good rig. I am still using a TS-130V that I 
bought in 1981 and it has been a great little rig. The receiver has always 
been crunch proof. A little current hungry on receive though. 


As far as adjusting your rig for QRP, turning down the drive may be okay for 
CW although a bit tricky but will not really work for SSB. My reasoning 
behind this is that even though you turn down the mic gain, your peak 
envelope power can still reach 100 Watts. Your power meter may barely be 
flickering and everyone will say that your audio is low but it will still be 
possible to hit full power on instantaneous envelope peaks. Adjusting the 


ALC internally is always the better way to go for QRP. That way you can 
still use your speech processor and adjust your mic gain for proper meter 
deflection yet still be sure you are running QRP. Efficiency will still be 
poor though as is the case with all normally high power rigs. You may have 
50 Watts DC input for 5 Watts RF output :-) Have fun.

Vince - last question first - I think the 130 is so good I have three of 
them - all are SE's - one is mobile in my RV - one is on the work bench 
needing some minor repair - 3rd is for spare parts but all boards are 
good - just a wiring harness problem (someday maybe all three working) 


I have at least one of all of the filters and i have a DFC-230 - this is 
a great little box - if you see one GRAB it quick! - it is a digital vfo 
that really gives the 130 some flexibility 

now for the SSB power adjust - IT SUCKS! - you go from zero power to 
full ALC by going from 9 to 9:30 with the knob on mine - but I solved 


the problem with a very minor mod 


first remove the wiring harness cables from the processor board (small 
circuit board right behind the CW/SSB gain knob) 


remove the knob 


very carefully loosen and remove the nut that holds the CW/SSB pot to 
the front panel - dont drop the washer 


remove the pot/board assembly 


find the wiper on the SSB section of the pot 
find the grounded end of the SSB section of the pot 


solder in a 1k resistor between those two points - this places a 1k 
resistor in parallel with the part of the pot that is variable above 
ground - as you vary the pot the combination will no longer be linear 
because of the parallel resistor - I found by trial and error that 1k 
gives me a useable range from about 9 to 1 on my knob now 


reverse the steps to reinstall the board 


now I know you purist will say that this may cause audio distortion due 
to the non-linear load but no one on the air has been able to detect any 
on my signal 


works great for me!

pull up one of the notices, and I can't find any active right at this time, 
and of course any ones that would have expired for today would have been pulled 
from the system. 


Since the problems were noticed in the southwest, and that is where I have been 
seeing the majority of the jamming test notices, you most likely experienced 
some of the effects. The tests are usually affecting about a 300 nautical miles 
radius about the test center point, and are sufficiently strong enough that 

the feds are telling those airborne operators not to rely on stand-alone GPS 
navigation (in other words, use other methods). 


Those of you that are pilots can log onto DUATS via the web to see the NOTAM's.

Well, just when you think you have this propagation thing figured out... 


I built my 40A just about a year ago and have enjoyed it tremendously, 
BUT, and there is always the BUT, I am noticing a drop in output power 
that seems to be growing every month. When I went on the air with this 
unit I was feeding it 14.2 VDC from my Astron PS and getting a measured 
1.8 watts out in the Novice band. About six months ago I was playing 
around with my watt meter and noticed the output was about 1.6 watts. 2 
tenths of a watt isn't that much but hey, I'm only working with 18 
tenths here. 


Well lately I haven't been satisifed with the range I've been getting so 
I climbed the attic (yes, another infamous attic dipole) and check the 
antenna connections and everything is fine there.

Here's the details on 
the NQ2RP Phone SS (QRP) op: 


Rig: Ten Tec Argo 556 @ 5 Watts 


Antennas, by band: 80 - Inverted Vee * 40' 
40 - Inverted Vee *% 40' 
20 - Off-Center Fed 1-wave wire, sloping 30' - 10' 
15 - Extended Double-Zepp * 20' 
10 - 1-wave loop (in the barn loft, *20') 


All wires were fed with RG-8X 
Line Score:26,796 points, 203 QSO's, 66 Sections, 10 Hours operating time 


The station was on a deep-cycle marine battery (trolling motor battery), 
so I was on "emergency" power, no bonus for SS, but much quieter that 
way. The 10 hours was broken up into Saturday evening and Sunday 
afternoon/evening mostly with an hour on Sunday morning before church. 


This is the 4th year 3rd year that we have taken top honors in WNY on QRP 
Phone. I expect that next November there will be some competition, but 
the potential competitors are being quiet about their efforts! 


In 1997, NQ2RP not only took top honors in WNY, but received the Atlantic 
Division plaque for QRP Phone, Ten Tec gear on that op, too, but an old 
Triton IV instead of the Argo 556. 


Don't get me wrong! I/we like CW, and operate the CW weekend, but I/we 
are not "strong" CW ops! I start getting brain lockup after about 2 
hours of 30+ WPM CW, and the other local members of B/BAMS are primarily 
Phone ops. I made 90 Q's or so on the CW weekend, and no one else in the 
club participated.
